CHICAGO, July 2.— The full bru­ 
tality of the murder of Mrs. Francis 
Thompson, who was found dead 
a Michigan avenue boarding house* 
where she had been taken by a man 
giving the name of ‘.‘J. H. Raymond,’* 
waa not revealed until the ooroner’s 
physicians, Reinhardt and Hunter, 
today made the first careful exami­ 
nation of the woman’s body. 
Their 
report 
declares the body 
showed 
more evidence of brutality than any 
they ever examined, and further that 
the woman died in great agony af­ 
ter being assaulted. 
The report declared the woman 
had been terribly strangled, that her 
eyes protruded from their sockets, 
and her tongue from her mouth. Her 
heart had been greatly affected. Fif­ 
teen finger marke were found on her 
throat and the bones of the throat 
were broken. 
They declare the wo­ 
man had been kicked and beaten 
badly and had been stamped in the 
face by a boot heel.

hundred 
separate 
bruises 
were found on the body. 
Their examination also showed the 
woman had been assaulted and had 
resisted.

Hoffman today declared his belief/
